He wasn’t boasting: he was merely explaining 
to the Freeman why he hat! been able to accurate­ 
ly name a susoect in *he theft of a $180 bicycle 
which had occurred moments earlier, and miles 
from where he was driving. The only hard facts 
Beyea had to go on were the description of the 
car believed involved in the theft, and the name 
of the car's owner transmitted by radio from 
the Hurlev headquarters to the unmarked troop 
car in which Beyea was riding 
The name of the C6r owner was John Doe. 
but Inv. Beyea informed other troopers on the 


way to the crime scene that the suspect driver 
wa.s probably Harry Doe John’s brother. 
A short time later the troopei who arrived at 
the scene and questioned witnesses radioed that 
the driver was seen to have the name “ Harry” 
tattooed on his arm. 
Beyea s apparent ability to pick the name of 
a suspect out of t.hw air with only minimal infor­ 
mation at his disposal obviously begged of an 
explanation. 
The answer was simply that Beyea waa en­ 
tirely familar with the backgrounds of both John 
and Harry Doe. both of whom have records 
Beyea knew where they lived, where they 
worked where their hangouts were, and what to 
expect of them. He didn't expect Jchn to be the 
thief ( ‘He has a good job now ” )*, but Harry 
had recently gotten out of jail (“ I can't under­ 
stand it. He just got sentenced a few weeks ago. 
He must have been sentenced to time served.” », 
and he was a suspect. Of course. Bevea couid 
have been wrong But he wasn’t. 
“ We see the same ones over and over 
In 
and out. in and out of jail.” Beyea said. 
As darkness settled in. Beyea cruised the 
streets and highways, checking areas where he 
thought the suspects—Harry Doe and a youth 
who had accompanied him—might turn up. He 
checked their residences, establishments where 
they might try to sell th» .stolen bicycle, and 
other places they might try to meet someone for 
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the sale. At the same time, he was continuously 
checking the 
license 
plates of 
passing autos 
fitting the description of the car believed used ¡n 
the theft. 
Beyea became involved in the investigation 
because all larcenie* over $100 are investigated 
by ’he BCI And a similar theft had occurred a 
few days earlier. 
After two hours of seirihtng fruitlessly, Beyea 
headed the car back to headquarters to return 
this reporter to his ear Other troopers and police 
agencies continued the search 
Beyea indicated it would have been nice to 
catch the pair with the bike, perhaps making a 
sale to a fence.

“ I’ve worked in many counties in this state. 
Bevea said, “ and I’ve never seen so many fences. 
A lot of supposedly legitimate businesses will buy 
stolen property at the drop of a hat.” 
Three days later the youth who actually stole 
the bicycle wa.s 
arrested on 
a 
warrant 
tor 
burglary. He would no* reveal what he had done 
with the bicvcle and would not tie Harry Doe in 
with the crime. Harry, 
who police believe was 
parked near the scene of the theft to pick up 
th* youth and the bike, was questioned hut was 
not 
arrested. Bevea later explained that since 
he was not seen with the hike and the youth would 
pot tie him in. the charge would not stand up in 
court.

In the event, such fears have been 


wholly set to rest. Whereas the J ohn­

trial were hustled along with little re­ 


spect for requirements of due process, 


today ’s proceedings have been a model 


of care and deliberation and attention 


to the basic concept of fairness. 


The J udiciary Committee,

In the J ohnson case, floor debate in 


the House lasted only four day s. To­ 


day . the House is ex pected to debate 


the matter for perhaps as much as 


100 hours o\er a period of a couple of 


weeks. 


Herman Pritchett, a past president 


of the American Political Science As­ 


sociation. writes that a century ago
